October 3, 1811 


Buffalo Gazette releases first issue, becoming Buffalo, NY’s first 
newspaper. It is published weekly. 


December 14, 1813 


Buffalo Gazette publishes last issue in Buffalo before moving to Harris 
Hill (Clarence, NY) to escape the War of 1812 


January 18, 1814 


Buffalo Gazette publishes first issue from Harris Hill 


April 1814 Buffalo Gazette returns to Buffalo from Harris Hill 

April 21, 1818 Buffalo Gazette changes name to Niagara Patriot 

1822 Niagara Patriot changes name to Buffalo (Weekly) Patriot 

Early 1828 Buffalo Weekly Patriot absorbs competing newspaper, the Western

January 7, 1834 


Buffalo Weekly Patriot changes name to Buffalo Patriot and 
Commercial Advertiser 


January 1, 1835 


Buffalo Patriot and Commercial Advertiser changes name to Daily 
Commercial Advertiser. 


December 15, 1924 


Commercial Advertiser publishes final issue and closes down. 
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
